ROMANCE IN HER OWN LIFE. 


Letters from Editor Led to Marriage; 
Author of Many Bovks. 


“Mount Kisco, N. T., Sept. 20.—[Special.]— 
Mrs. Rebecca Harding Davis, 79 years old, 
widow of L. Clarke Davis, at one time editor 
of the Philadelphia Public Ledger, mother 
of Richard Harding Davis, famous novel- 
editorial 
writer, died tonight of heart disease at Cross 
Roads, the home of her son. 

She had been failing in héalth for some 
time and came from her home in Philadel- 
phia to be with her son early last summer. 

She was born in Washington, Pa., but when 
@ girl her parents moved to Wheeling, W. 
Va. In 1861 she sent to the Atlantic Montb- 
ly a story entitled Life in the Iron Mills,“ 
depicting the grinding life of the working 
people around her. 
30 years old, but the story was accepted by 
the famous Mr. Ticknor and published anony- 
mously., It attracted attention from all over 
the country. 


Letters Led to Love. 


Next year the Atlantic published serially 
her story, Margret Howth,“ still anony- 
mously. After that she always signed her 
name 

Miss Harding's early writing attracted the 
attention of L. Clarke Davis of Philadelphia, 
at that time editor of the Law Reporter, who 
wrote to congratulate the young author upon 
her noteworthy achievements. 

Out of the correspondence sprang.a strong 
friendship, which developed into love, and 
the couple were married in 1863. Mr. Davis 
was himeelf an occasional writer of fiction,

Next February the five year period dur 
ing which the minimum — 54 
to be 85 cents a thousand feet will ex 
pire.

WHAT AILS JAMAICA? 
Jamaica, in spite of the aid of the crown 


and its fortunate geographical position and 
rich soil, does tot improve its condition. 


Of its population, said to be about 800,000, 
one-half is quite poor, and 100,000 live 
on 12 cents a day. Ite climate fe among 
the best in the world, and ite. soil wonder 
fully productive. There are thousands of 
acres which have grown sugar cane for 
forty years without replanting, yet of 
242,000 acres of tilled lands only 28,000 
are in cane, a decrease of 19,000 acres in 
forty years. 

The chief product is the banana, and 
the British ‘home government tried to 
stimulate the export of that fruit to Great 
Britain by subsidizing the industry, but 
evidently Britons do not like the banana, 


for in 190809 only about one-twelfth 


the amount was consumed by them than 
was exported to the United States. We 
buy two-thirds of the Jamaican exports 
of all kinds, and we sell the island nearly 
one-half of what it imports, the total of 
which exceeds the exports by about 
$1,000,000. 

Jamaica offers a fine field for the 
capitalist. The soil is rich, labor is cheap, 
and the people are industrious. Money 
for industrial or agricultural investment 
may be had at 6 per cent, one-half the 
rate demanded in most West Indian 
islands. The government is honestly and

So many able singers have 
rarely been assembled in musical comedy, nor 
has one heard a chorus recently that af all 
compares with that of the Whitney opera com- 
pany.

‘Louise Chandler Moulton (Little, Brown 

Co.). “Loulse Chandler Moulton, 
Poet. and Friend, she calls her book, 


and it is well named. Mrs, Moulton was not 
only Miss Whiting’s friend, but the circle of 
her friendships was a wide one, reaching over 


two continents. She had what some one has 
described as “a genius for friendship.” It was 


really the charm of the woman rather than her 
gifts as a poet that made her reputation. She 


had the heart of a poet, but even among Ameri- 


can women poets she does not take the highest - 


rank. Mrs. Jackson (H. H.), Emma Lazarus, 


and Edith Thomas have written verse of greater 


literary value, but I doubt if their muse has 
deen more highly praised and by those from 
whom praise means something more than com- 


plimedits.

‘Ourlously enough I first met Mrs, Moulton in 


London, where, by the way, she was as much at 
home as in her own country or her own city— 
Boston. She was at the time UHiving in lodgings 
in Weymouth street, and on certain afternoons 
she entertained the elect among the lights of 
literature and art. I had known Mrs. Moulton 
for several years by correspondence, and when 
she heard that I was in London she invited me 
to one of her famous gatherings. I met many 
interesting people around her hospitable tea 
table, but the one that made the greatest im- 


pression upon me was Thomas Hardy. We had 
%a long talk, the upshot of which was that he 


asked. me to be his literary representative in this 
country. It was before the days of interna- 
tional copyright and of the literary agent. I 
declined for a foolish reason, because I was edit- 
ing a literary paper, and there the matter ended. 

The last time that I saw Mrs. Moulton was 
in a most unromantic place, the inside of a Lon- 
don bus. Neither of us was going, far, so we 
had not climbed to the top, my favorite place 
in the old days before the noxious motorbus 
made the streets of London hideous. We chatted 


for a while; then she got out to call upon a. 
_ literary friend whose name for the moment I do 


not recall. I am forgetting that it is of Miss 
Whiting’s memoirs and not my own that I am 
writing. 

— 

Mrs. Moulton began writing verse at an early 
age, and she was not out of her teens when her 
first volume of poems was published. For the 
reason of her youth quite as much as for the 
intrinsic merit of her poetry the book was well 
received. In most of the reviews that I have 
seen of her early work special stress is laid 
upon her youth. I do not for a moment wish 
to be considered as underestimating Mrs. Moul- 
ton's rank. among the women poets of this coun- 
try: at the same time I do not want to over- 
estimate it. Her lyrics were charming, grace- 
ful, and written from the heart, but she never 
wrote anything to compare in virility to “ The 
Banner of the Jew,” by Emma Lazarus. 

Even Miss Whiting admits that book review- 
ing in thé early 506 “was not unlike the 
epelling of George Eliots poor Mr. Tulliver— 
‘a matter of private judgment.“ 

Mrs. Moulton married young, and her husband 
brought her to Boston, where she immediately 
took the position of a personage. Her house 
was the gathering place of men and women of 
letters and art and continued so until the day 
of her death. She was a pretty woman and had 
most engaging manners; more than all she was 
sympathetic and had a word of cheer or per- 
haps something more substantial for the dis- 
couraged...

When I was a youngster Mrs. Moulton was 
the Boston literary correspondent of the New 
York Tribune. I was sending Newark news to 
that paper at the time. Horace Greeley was still 
at the helm, Whitelaw Reid was managing 
editor, and John Hay was an editorial leader 
writer. ‘The literary page was in the exceeding- 
ly able hands of George Ripley. Mrs. Moulton’s 
letters thrilled me to the core. I wonder how 
they would strike me today. They were not as 
profound as Mr. Ripley's reviews, but they were 
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Lilian Whiting. Miss Moulton’s life was par- 
ticularly rich in friendships with noted men and 
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women in America and England. Examples of 
her correspondence with these friends appear in 


the book.

They attracted readers and 
did much to make the Tribune Indispensable to 
the cultured home, G. W. Smalley was sending 
his wonderfully informing letters from London 
at the same time. Those were the days when 
editors cared for other things than sensation.

Bret Harte, then in the height of his fame, 
wrote to Mrs. Moulton in regard to her Tribune 
letters and told her that “it was a woman's 
privilege to assert her capacity as a critic with- 
out sacrificing her eharm as a woman.”

That most able of American literary critics, 
Edmund Clarence Stedman, was one of those 
who encouraged Mrs. Moulton in her critical 
work. He wrote her a letter of encouragement, 
to which she replied: 

When you say it depends on we whe her I wil! de looked 
upon as a real judicial authority by people of culture 
throughout the land, you fire me with ambition, but my 
springing flame is quenched by the realization that I am 
not cultured enough to rely on my yudgment as a cer- 
tainty, a finality, and that while I may feel that my 
intuitions are keen, they are apt to be warped by my 
streng emotions. I'll try. A very few persons are really 
my public, and I think bow my letters will strike 
them rather than how the world will receive them. 

Here is a characteristic letter from the poet 
Whittier that strikes a most pathetic note: 


I thank thee from my heart for thy letter. I think 
some good angel must have prompted it, for it reached 
me when I needed it; needed to know that my words had 
not been quite in vain. And to know tat they have been 
comfort or strength to thee is a cause for deep thankful- 
seas. I do not put a very high estimate upon my writings, 
in a merely Uterary point of view, but it has been my 
earnest wish that they might at least help the world « 
little. I read tay notice of my book in the Tribune, in 
connection with Dr. Holmes last volume, and while very 
grateful for thy praise, I was saddened by & feeling that 
I did not fully deserve it. In fact, I fear the world has 
treated me far better than I had any reason to expect, 
and I have been blessed with dear friends, whose love 
is about me like an atmosphere.
